The deceased, who was born in Ireland, 


and lu.d lived in Niantic township for 20 
years, leaves a widow and seven children. 
He was :i brother of Patrick and Peter 
Mooney, both farmers war Xiantic-. He 
was one of the most prominent Irishmen 
in this county, industrious and frugal, 
public spirited, arid honest in all hie deal- 
ings with his neighbors and business men 
generally. Mr. Mooney, when he located 
near Niantic, was a poor man. He leased 
a farm and began accumulating property. 
He owned at the time of his death a farm 
of 360 acres, considerable stock and other 
property, the whole being valued at $31)- 
000. Some montliK ;,go the citizens of 
Niantic and a number of the farmers of 
the township took S8<K)0 worth of stock 
;n Mr. Mooncy's enterprise to sink a coal 
shaft at Niantic, 84,0(K) of the amount be- 
ing paid when the work wns commenced, 
uud tbe balance to be handed over when 
coal iu paying quantities should be found. 
With his accustomed energy Mr. Mooney 
began sinking the shaft, and had sunk it 
to a depth of sixty-five feet when he died. 
It is believed the deceased contracted the 
cold. which resulted in his death about n 
week ago when he went down mto the 
shaft and' overheated himself by using a 
pick in the hard earth. 


He was conscious up to the hour of his 


death. He was a good niHii and one who 
was highh respected by all his f-iciuls 
and acquaintances. 


The funeral will take place from St. 


Patrick's Catholic church in this city on 
Thursday afternoon.

SMALL-POX IN MACON. 


Last Wednesday evening Alvm Cecil, 


brother of the Presb\tpii..» minister of 
Macou, a young man of .ibi.nt' 25 years, 
was taken eick, and the doctor ou being 
called, diagnosed his case as typho-mala- 
rial fever, of a malignant form. A lot of 
youcg friends tendered their services as 
unreeu up to and including Saturday 
night. Sunday morning, when the phy 
sicians, Drs. Huff and Kyner, visited their 
patient they found him "beautitully bro 
ken out" with small-pox. They immedi- 
ately informed Mayor Brooks, who con- 
vened the city council iu extraordinary 
session at W. K. Whittaker's store. 


Before the council met, however, it wns 


known that O. H. Draper, grocer, luid va- 
rioloid, nud that his partner, D. W. Al- 
liusoii, was complaining. 
Next it was 


discovered that a farm laborer named 
Jackson, who was stopping temporarily 
at the Ruby House, was broken out with 
small-pox, and the excitement became in- 
tense. 
Divine services were held in the 


M. E. Church at 10 o'clock, prior to the 
discovery of the epidemic, but afternoon 
Sunday School wns prohibited, as was 
also preaching at night. 


The city council were anxious to do 


their duty, but a great diversity of opin- 
ion among the members as to tiic proper 
action to be taken, for several hours neu- 
tralized 
their 
well-meant 
intentions. 


Committees were appoinied t« secure a 
site for the location of a pest, house and to 
secure an estimate of tin- lumber and 
other material necessa'-y, but 
Sividny 


passed off without anytfiinir being defi- 
nitely settled, except resolving that » 
pest bouse should be built as soon as 
possible, and it is probable that before 
this item reaches the public it will be 
erected and the patients removed to it. 
Every doctor yesterday was busily engag- 
ed iu vaccinating men, women and chil- 
dren; the public schools have been closed; 
Hags have been displayed at two residences 
and lit the hotel, and fumigation, disin- 
fecting, and every other known precau- 
tion has been taken to prevent its spread. 


Several families left Macop Sunday af- 


ternoon and a few parties boarded the 
train this morning, among others, C. N. 
Walls, of the fnile/ientli'iit, who has gone 
to Edgar county with his fnraily to see 
his inother-in-liiM. The small-pox broke 
out across the street from the f-inlepeiid- 
eut office, and that paper will not appear 
this week. The excitement among the 
Maconites this morning was not ,ns strong 
as yesterday, probably because the streets 
are not thronged so numerously as yes- 
terday, and it is to be hoped ' no more 
canes will break out.

Mayor Brooks and one 
of the coniioilmen endeavored to make an 
arrangement by which Jackson could be 
placed in the pest house near Decatur, 
but the doctor was not authorized to have 
anything to do with a scheme of that na- 
ture, and so nothing came of the propo- 
sition. Dr. Weyl says the authorities at 
Macou have taken every possible precau- 
tion to prevent a spread of the contagion, 
and in the course of a few weeks it will 
be wiped out. 


A man named Hoar Jiving 10 miles east 


of Macon, in Moultrie county, is reported 
ill with small pox. 


The citizens of Macon are unable to de- 


termine definitely how the dread contag- 
ion found a foot-hold in the town. Some 
weeks ago, it appears that a tramp, with 
a heavy comforter tied about his neck, 
entered Draper & Allinson's drug store. 
He seemed to be unwell, and after warm- 
ing himself he went out, and has not 
since been seen or heard of. In the store 
at that time were Draper, Alh'nson, Cecil, 
Jacksou, and a number of other persons. 
The opinion now prevails that the tramp 
had the small pox.

Journal of last evening: 


It is reported that the C., P. A S. W. 


and the Illinois Midland roatjs have 
abandoned the city. Tom Oautt, of the 
former road, tendered his resignation this 
morning, and his son Ira followed later. 
The terminal point in this vicinity for the 
C., P. & S. W. will be Pekin, and the Mid- 
land will probably bring up short at 
Farrndale. The Midland has always been 
a bone of contention in this city. It has 
cut rates no low that all its freight has 
been taken at starvation rates, without 
benefit to itself or anybody connected 
with it. Whatever sins may be. charged 
to the P. & P. U Co., its success in weed- 
ing out this bastard road will cover n 
multitude of its trangressious. 


It is evident that the Midland is not 


one of Peoria's pet railways; but we nre 
assured that it i* not the intention of the 
management to stop running tiaius into 
Peoria. The War; ing Bros, own most of 
the rolling stock, and it will be to their 
interest to build nn independent rond 
from Farmdale into l'eoria,over which to 
run all Midland trains. Tt is only a ques- 
tion of time. The Midland hah Kicked 
against the exorbitant charges of 
I he 


Transfer Union, and the upbhot of the 
whole business will be that the Wabash 
and other companies at Peoria will lone 
the cash that has been contributed by 
the Midland during past years in retnin 
for use of track and switching.
